introduction 

IN  MAKING  UP  this  list  of  references,  four  classes  of  persons  have 
been  kept  in  mind.  The  first  are  those  who  wish  to  know  about 
education  in  the  Union  since  its  establishment  in  1917,  who  are  mainly 
interested  in  the  present  condition  of  affairs  and  must  do  most  of  their 
reading  in  the  English  language.  Section  I of  the  list  is  intended 
especially  for  them. 

A second  class  of  readers  also  will  desire  data  relating  only  to  the 
years  since  1917  but,  having  a knowledge  of  the  Russian  as  well  as 
the  English  languages,  will  wish  to  read  in  the  original  what  the 
Russians  have  written  about  their  own  educational  system  since  the 
revolution.  For  such,  Section  II,  or  Sections  I and  II  are  provided. 

Many  people  are  not  content  to  limit  their  studies  to  present  or 
recent  times;  they  like  the  historical  background,  the  story  of  the 
processes  of  development  acting  for  centuries,  and  for  those  of  this 
third  group  who  are  limited  principally  to  English  in  their  readings. 
Section  III — Education  in  Imperial  Russia,  is  arranged. 

But  among  these  historically  minded  folk  are  those  who  have  the 
great  advantage  of  being  able  to  use  the  Russian  documentation  in  the 
Russian  language  and  for  them  Section  IV  will  be  useful.  They  may, 
if  they  wish,  take  all  of  their  readings  from  Sections  II  and  IV,  and  the 
understanding  they  would  then  have  of  education  in  the  Empire  and 
the  Union  would  be  much  more  accurate  than  any  obtainable  by 
persons  who  do  not  have  a knowledge  of  the  Russian  language.
